(The Cana¬ 
dian Preaa)—Great activity and a great 
deal of expansion marked the past year 
In Canada's pulp and paper Industry, 
writes A. E. Cadman of the Canadian 
Pulp and Paper Association, in the an- i 
nual financial review of The Olobe 
Especially did the newsprint branch of 
the industry develop rapidly, with 
several new mills, new paper towns at 
Spruce Palis and Dolbeau and In¬ 
creased productldn of existing mills. 
The expansion, however, proceeded at 
a more rapid pace than the consump¬ 
tion of newsprint and mills were forced 
to operate on reduced schedules, even | 
then surpassing the previous year’s 
output by a large margin 

Many reorganizations and consolida¬ 
tions took place during the year whtch 
will be effective , in bringing about 
economies in operation, and It Is ex¬ 
pected that co-operation on the part 
of the manufacturers will overcome 
ecme of the difficulties and result in 
further strengthening of the industry 
Production of newsprint in 1938 was 
on a larger scale than In any previous 
year, and when the complete figures 
are available It la probable an Increase 
of about 14 per cent will be shown. 
For the first ten months of 1928 the 
output of the Canadian mills amount¬ 
ed to 1.949,165 tons, compared with 1.- 
710.330 tons produced during the cor¬ 
responding months of 1937.

The significance of the return for 1928 increases 
when it is borne in mind that the amount represents 
approximately one and one-halt times the rcvknue 
which the provincial Government collects from all 
sources. Vancouver Island’s share of the proceeds, 
moreover, totals more than half of the amount the 
Government collected from all sources in the fiscal 

year of 1916-1917. 

British Columbia's toufcst revenue, of course, is 
only.*® comparatively small part of the receipts of 
the country as a whole. When the figures for 1928 
have been compiled it will not be surprising if the 
total revenue does not reach as much as $300,000,- 
000, nearly equivalent to the national debt before 
the war. But if we in this part of the Dominion are 
to continue to share in this profitable business, we 
must keep our attractions before the travelling public 
through the right kind of publicity.

FIRST MONTH NOTES—BY 


A rfrWJBSR* «lraia.tW» IMltuds. it wouW 
seem the. height of foolishness to be 
looking for signs of 8 prlng In January. 
“First Month" across ^Canada finds Its 
flowers In the crystallography of- the 
•now. and so do we sometimes. Yet It is pot 
so uncommon a thing to see wild plants giving 
tokens of Spring in this month. Oarden ones, 
of course, do. Primroses and violets, snowdrops 
and mesereon are familiar figures in January 
gardens in Victoria. But outside the gardens 
there are also tokens of a change. Walk through 
the Pemberton Woods and see the bird-cherry 
buds bursting and the green leaves already show¬ 
ing their ribbed aides preparatory to the apr 
pearance of the white flower groups. First of 
all our shrubs to bloom, it has a. close. second 
In ths common 8 oouler's willow, whose "pus¬ 
sies" sre now balls of silvery satin In $he more 
exposed places. The precocity of these two shrubs 
is all the more remarkable when one considers 


sturdy oah lteepgi^buds 
for weeks and weeks later before exposing their 
precious contents to the air. Of course, it must 
be remembered that Just as “one swallow does 
not make Summer.” so the opening of the bird- 
cherry and willow buds doesn’t tnakc Spring 
At least, they may be said to encourage the 
hope that Spring is near, and certainly they are 
evidences of the genial mildness of our Winter 
It Is really forunate that the mildness has been 
accompanied by grey skies, else, under the power 
of the sun s light, altogether too rapid a move¬ 
ment towards Spring might be inaugurated. 

Across the rocks about Oomales the gorse 
Is covered with golden bloom, and It Is a de¬ 
lightful alght to corns upon one of 'its low 
bushes among the dark thickets of broom- Even 
on the broom there are occasional flowers, snd 
I notice thst this Is especially so where It forms 
hedges which have been trimmed. 


BY OQNZALES EOCK Y SHQB E . 

The wildest and most picturesque scenery In 
the Immediate vicinity of Victoria Is to be found 
between Foul 'Bay and Oak Bay In the heights 
of Oonzales Hill and the Oak Bay links, stretch¬ 
ing up from Gonxales Point. . It Is fortunate that 
both these exposures of similar rugged rock should 
bear the name of Oonzales. T£e andesitic lock 
weathers a reddish color and Its resistant nature 
has enabled It to assume, under the successive 
erosive sgencles of glaciation < *nd normal weather¬ 
ing. the curious mingling of ledge, cliff and boss 
that makes Oonzales Hill in particular a striking 
object from the' Shoal Bay aide. Sparsely covered 
with vegetation, with wind-contorted pines In Its 
hollows and clumps of broom dotting Its slopes, 
the larger hill Is. after all. but a holder edition 
of the smaller. 

Along the seashore lies a somewhat less con¬ 
spicuous display of rocks, but marked by the 


same wild and barren aspect. Scarcely anywhere 
W tK^fe .to be S©en;*urfiitfhf 
lng. and the fines of flow and the twisted and 
contorted masses are as if the wrlthlngs of a 
senaate being under torture had become fixed 
forever Here 1* afforded a good Illustration of 
the progress of plant life on a rocky shoreline. 
The little Island at the east end of Shoal Bay. 

. Joined to th* shore by a bar of sand a few feet 
wide, is ctossed and recroesed by cracks. In them 
lie thousands of fragments of shells broken on 
the rock by gulls snd crows. Thee* contribute 
by their ultimate breakdown to the collection 
of a shallow aoll. In the crevices thus rilled the 
hardy thrift, or sea-pink, grows. Its slender, wiry 
leaves f cum lng round tufts of reddish-green Low 
mosses of three or four species constitute another 
form Of "tufted” vegetation, and Intermingled With 
these are dwarf montlaa. sorrel, cranea’-blll and 
sundry common weeds. The. rock between the 
crevices where the shells fie has round patches 


of silvery-green or grty. lichen, the segments of 

Iiv other places a bright yellow lichen. lera-'than 
4 a_ quarter of an. lnuh high, mages strongly- 
* colored stains on thfc rock. The lichens. In course 
of time, add by their own decay to the alowly- 
accumulating soil, but they also contribute di¬ 
rectly by the action of their-plant bodies <?n 
the rock itself,‘soon rendering even a smooth 
surface rough. Along the edge of the rock where ' 
It meets the grassy interspaces grows the gum- 
weed. Qrlndella. sorry enough looking at this 
season, with Its dead stems rising above the pale 
green, radical leaves. And then through the 
grass are thousands of the small, round and 
round-toothed leave* of cranes’-blll. So that one 
might. In a diagram, mark the plants In zones, 
thus: 1 . lichen on the open rock; 2. moes and 
thrift In the crevices; 8 . gumweed along the rock 
edge; 4. grass with cranes’-blll, etc., beyond. On 
the sea side. Ippoourse. still another set of plants 
would be met with, roue after rone. 


A BIRD PARAPIRE

JOAQUIN MILLER LIMPED LIKE BYRON 

Canadian readers will enjoy the Chapters which 
describe life at Port Vancouver and Astoria nearly 
a century ago Dr McLoughim. the famous Hud¬ 
son's Bay Company factor. Is an outstanding figure 
In these reminiscences. The Chapters which deal 
with the relations of early Oregonlana with the

A MONO thoee practices of our fathers 
which are slowly following them Into 
history Is that of browsing in bookstores 
This will shock a great many persons 
• who have grown up with the settled 

conviction that bookstore* are places in which to 
browse, talk leisurely of books, smoke the owner's 
cigarettes and pass on to more important jgXfalra 
of the day. Always—without the book Most 
browsers don't carry books; if they did they 
wouldn't be browsers. 

The disappearance of the browsing element in 
bookstores is emphasized by the publication of 
"Book Shops; How to Run Them." by Ruth Brow*- 
Park, with an Introduction by Cedric R. Crowell 
and additional advice by O. R. Turner, a pianual 
of high pressure salesmanship In tha world of 
books Oddly enough, the picture on the Jackal 
repeals, a mau browsing In a bookstore with no 
salesman at his elbow to complete the sale as the 
book specifically directs. But look Inside and you 
will read that the bookseller Is giving up the 
social load and giving attention to the turnover. 
1 the stock, the window display, the lighting facili¬ 
ties. the rent, the kind of people that pass his 
—windows, the book movements and all those 
business questions that have ao little , to do with 
literature. In fact, the bookseller may not even 
have time to discuss that queer misprint In one 
of Eugene Plaids poems; he 1* too busy waiting 
on customers In the manner prescribed by Miss 
Park and Mr. Crowell, who are astute and suc¬ 
cessful booksellers and ought to know.

Mother took this cover, ripped It up. washed It 
and biade shirts of It. which she sold, to the 
Indians. She used up everything she could pos- 
slb'.y spare ao make *hlr*«. eo a* to make our 
money hold out longer. One day mother washed 
and hung out to dry a patchwork quilt Some 
Indians saw It and wouldn't leave till ebe set a 
price on It. They paid her price and took the 
quilt. At last dur money came to an end. as 
did our flour also One day we had no bread. 
Mother made a stew of sdme birds and had Just 
enough flod^to vhleken-ih* gravyJu*u ** winner 
- yas amy tto men who had been down the 
river hunting horses came up-and asked if they 
could hfc-ve dinner with u* Father sold they 
were we looms to auch j*s w* ITerete wljh 
UA and seemed delighted with the stew Fathec

The first flight across the Polar Sea In 1838.

An Imprisoned Prey In a Quarry; The Story of Its Rocks; A Traveled 
■■■ - - .Resident; The Winter Scene ■ ■ ■ ■.

The massive sandstone shows a 
sudden change In conditions XU minerals are 
composed of those contained In the granodlorite 
forming the ranges of mountainous country north 
of the Duncan-Cowlchan Lake Railroad, and to 
this is due Its light color. Prom Its predominantly 
sandy character It seems to have been laid down 
close to shore and ibis U substantiated by the 
presence of fragments of leaves, stems and other 
vegetable matter associated with shells The 
small pockets and thin 11 nee of pebbles are Just 
such a* may be met with any day along our 
own sandy shores, and so are the thin layers 
and lenses of shaly material. We have thus a 
picture of an ancient seashore extending far In¬ 
land from its preatpt situation and of one or 
more rivers of large slxe bringing down the waste 
from the interior of the Island of those far-off 
dkys. and depositing It in their estuaries. 

The rocks of the old quarry are the .only 
ones of their kind known In the Cowlchan dis¬ 
trict. The underlying shales are met with else¬ 
where. and ao. too’, are the dirk, sandy shale# 
that overlie them The explanation—in part, at 
least—la that the Cowlchan quarry remnant rep¬ 
resents a deposit which elsewhere Is either eroded 
or covered from sight by the drift deposits of 
glacial age Only here and there chiefly in 
the deeper perto of the river valleys or in tha 


way^ At the southern end dark shales are in 
contact with the sandstone, underlying it and dip¬ 
ping down under It The sandstone la light 
grey in color, but on its weathered surfaces it 
range* from a darker grey to a yellowish tint- 
The perpendicular face* from which the atone 
haa been quarried are axaen almost black from 
the water running down from the soil above 
Some* of the fresher face* show a curicro* con¬ 
choids! fracture like that often seen on a broken 
surface of china ware Cutting the sandstone 
and beveling across It* face downward* to the 
left are occasional narrow strip* of shaly rock 
and pebbly conglomerate, and lines of pebbles are 
to be seen here and tiers The pebbles are 
rounded end smooth, typical debris of the beach 
Elsewhere are layers containing particles of vege¬ 
table matter largely altered Into lustrous coal, 
though only a fraction of an inch in thlcknass. 
Occasionally the form of a shell can be made 
out or cavities mark where once a shell rested, 
though the limy substance of the shell has been 
long ago removed. 

Below the rock lace of the quarry end ex¬ 
tending well up toward* the top Is a scree, or 
talus, formed of broken pieces of stone from 
the workings These give by far the best op¬ 
portunity of examining the foeall remains, for 
the massive rock resists any ordinary attempt to 
remove an object from It. Here I was fortunate 
enough to find capital impressions of that char¬ 
acteristic Cretaceous fossil. Inoceraihua. literally 
the -fibre-shell." found in Europe aa well aa 
hero in rocks of the same age Scattered frag¬ 
ments of Its thick, fibrous shell were common.

Owing to Its being an 
erratic, though perhape not far from home, tbe 
direction of the striations Is without significa¬ 
tion. But, speaking of striatums, there aro some 
marks on the stones and rocks in the upper 
part of the quarry ihat might well puttie one 
They look like very regular glacial groovings er 
sllckensldes. and the latter resemblance la still 
further borne out by the fact that on one wall 
there la a brown coating which comes off very 
much in the manner of the surface of some of 
these products of intense rock movement. They 
are. however, only the mark* made by the stone - 
saws used in the quarry, as one can see by a 
little Investigation of surfaces and of the re¬ 
lation* of one wall to another. The coating is 
the oxidized face of the rock, the result of the 
action of damp on this completely shaded aide, 
a phenomenon frequently seen In the sandstone* 
of damp buildings or moist cliff*. 

As I walk back I recall the scene along the 
valley of the Koksllah in Summer when the 
alders and maples are In full leaf the tall bracken - 
■hade* the wayside plants, and the ever-busy 
birds flit to and fro among the bushes. To-day. 
ynder a dreary pall of cloud, unbroken since . 
daybreak, and with no promise of bettor things, 
the hillsides are studies In dutl brown, through 
which peep the evergreen leaves of tbe ealel. 
The deciduous trees along the river look like a 
bank of grey fog. The only birds are a white 
gull alight on the river and a wren in the thicket 
challenging my approach. Where the chicory, or 
"blue sailor*.” brightened the waste ground by 
the old village there Is now nothing but an 
assemblage of bare, dead stems. Tbe deserted 
station, with its notices and directions fast fall¬ 
ing Into the realm of ancient history, Its steam¬ 
ship sellings long since peat, and Its Chinese 
calendar* (a bright spot of color), looks out at 
the misty hills. Motor cars coma “honking” 
round the perilous corner where the road passes 
under the railway and by the little brown church, 
as If celebrating the ’‘passing of steam" and the 
perils of gas.

What wonders Nature performs In such a place 
aa this! The gash In the rock already bears 
ibe etalna of lichens. The platy fragments of 
sandstone In the ecree are already beln| fast 
decorated with moseea of golden green. They 
form, a* they creep outwards from their centre 
of origin, beautiful, living stars of velvety soft- 
new. whose radiating arms promise ere long to 
cover all the bareness of the grey stone A piece 
of rotting sack la overgrown by a delightful as¬ 
sembly of lichens, cup-mosess whose colors ranged 
from silver to emerald and along the rims of 
whose^eupa a soft line of darker hue foretells 
the coming development of the spore* A cart- 
rope* left over from the days of activity, and now 
pausing to alow decay, has become a place of 
settlement for those quaint little algae 1 de¬ 
scribed a few week* ago. the blrda-nevt fungi, 
and their receptacles like old-fashioned paper 
band-boxes, were lined with tiny "eggs ” Among 
the plants about the quarry that strive to make 
the scene fairer than when It left tbe hands of 
the quarrymen are the false box. the holly-leaved 
Oregon grape, and. below, the red-barked’ dog¬ 
wood. Tbe scree U covered with the withered 
stems and flower heads of tha common St. John’s- 
wort rising above the perennial, leafy bases Many 
of the plants are over two feet high and the 
profusion in which they grow, not confining 
themselves to the slopes of waste, but oocupylng 
crevices and ledges in tbe sandstone, enable one 
to form an Idea of what tbe quarry must look 
like In Summer when the golden blossoms are 
at th#lr beat. The St. John's-wort of this species. 
Hypericum perforatum. is a native, with many 
other common plants, of the belt extending 
through Europe Into Axis and embracing the 
Himalayas aa It does the Alpine ranges, limited 
only by the cold of the Par North or the heqt of 
southern Asia. Prom this region It has spread 
into the temperate climates of the earth, a not 
unwelcome visitor. It seems to hate made it* 


lug exposure of rock. Many a time I have seen 
It from the railway car. but never reallaad that 
It was quite eo extensively as it Is. It la a wall 
fifteen to twenty feet high with a regular suc¬ 
cession of light and dark bands superimposed 
one on the other the light bands being. In general, 
about twice aa broad as the dark ones, and the 
two together amounting to some sixty In each 
■lx feet of thickness The dark and narrow 
band* or layers are composed of a sandy shale, 
the Jlght and broad ones of shaly sandstone 
The thinly-bedded rock Is tipped and folded, but. 
u rocks of this character are weak In re¬ 
sistance to external forces, they are often affected 
by the Weight of soil above, or even by their own 
mass, snd are thus overturned or bent In a 
manner quite local and unrelated to earth move¬ 
ments. The layers show, however, a well-marked 
arching, or anticline, along the strike, as well 
as an undoubted northerly dip. At the further 
end of these rocks Is a -curious and somewhat 
unusual feature. There cute the various layers 
a small, vertical dike of sandstone about four 
inches thick It Resembles in every way an ordi¬ 
nary basalt dike weathered, as basalts often are. 
to a pale buff color. Its origin, however, is not 
Igneous It is due to the same cause that has 
led to the formation of similar dikes in elm liar 
rocks. Through a crack In the shaly rock sand 
has been forced up from below by pressure ex¬ 
erted hero, and this sand has afterwards set 
and hardened by tbe action pf water containing 
calc|um carbonate.
